time It was Introduced, provided for 
forty-five miles, but was later amend- 
ed to forty miles. That bill eventual- 
ly was killed. 

"There are several provisions in 
the law, as it now stands, which 
should be known to motorists. The 
forty-five mile limit is a prima facie 
limit, that is motorists may go faster 
when it is possible to do so with 
safety, but in the event they are ar- 
rested the burden ot proof will be 
upon them to convince the court that 
they were not endangering life nor 
property by such speed. 

Safety Is Speed Limit 
"The law also provides that no car 
may be driven at a speed greater 
than Is compatible with safety; 
therefore, It is easy to conceive that 
it would be unlawful to drive as fast 
as forty-five, miles upon a crowded 
highway. The spirit of the law Is to 
place the responsibility tor speed on 
the driver."

Spread cocoanut on a flat pan and 
put in moderate oven until a deli- 
cate brown. Peel bananas. Scrape 
•with silver knife to remove astring- 
ent outside part and cut in halves 
lengthwise and across. Roll each 
quarter in browned cocoanut and ar- 
range on crisp lettuce leaves, allow- 
ing two pieces of banana for each in- 
dividual serving. Top with a spoon- 
ful of mayonnaise.

Fig Salad 

Chop one-half cup of figs with one- 
half cup of stoned dates and one- 
half cupful of canned pineapple. Add 
three oranges cut in small pieces 
and add mayonnaise dressing. Serve

Lettuce Salad 

Take the yolks of three hard-boiled 
eggs, add salt and mustard to taste; 
mash it line; mnke a paste by adding 
a dessert spoon of olive oil or melted 
butter; mix thoroughly; and then 
dilute by adding gradually a teacup 
of vinegar, and pour over the 
lettuce. Garnish by slicing another 
egg and laying over the lettuce. This 
is sufficient for a moderate-sized 
dish of lettuce.

Arrange dates alternately with 
sections of grapefruit on lettuce 
leaves.

Smoot-Hawley Bill as Indicated by 
the hearlngB to date, the Chairman or 
the Senato Committee on Finance 
stated recently. "The Democrats, 
looking for politics In the tariff ad- 
justment situation/' he said, "are 
making many public statements 
about the 'raw deal' the farmers are 
receiving nt tho hands of the re-ad- 
justers. As a matter of fact, both the 
Ways and Means Committee and so 
far the Finance Committee in ges- 
tures, have given tho farmers and 
producers the best of it." 

"Thus far, practically the only in- 
creases suggested to the industrial 
schedules," he continued, "are due to 
compensation, that Is Increases In 
manufactured goods because of In- 
creases In raw materials." 
Sugar Magnate Calls on President 
Rudolph Spreckels. President of 
the Spreckels Sugar Corporation, con- 
ferred with President Hoover recent- 
ly on the sugar schedule of the House 
I Tariff Bill. He stated that the In- 
creases proposed did not offer real 
protection to the sugar Industry or to 
the consumers. He favors a sliding 
scale of duty which would maintain 
the prices of duty-paid sugar on a 
fair basis, and believes if Congress 
will determine what would be a fair 
minimum and maximum rellners 
margin between the open market 
price of duty-paid raw sugar and the 
price of refined, and require rellners 
to pay the government a penalty for 
violation in selling sugar above or 
below such a margin, the American 
public would bo duly protected, and 
the American beet and cane farmers 
and the entire American sugar In- 
dustry, as well as the labor engaged 
therein, would prosper within reason- 
able bounds without doing injury to 
the Hawaiian sugar producers.
